NO man who has ev er studied 
che human bo dy can fail to be im­ 
pressed by Natu re’s fo resight 
Take the clo tting po wer o f the 
blo o d, fo r instance. It seems to hav e 
been pro v ided especially to pro tect 
us against the chances o f bleeding 
to death, fo r if the blo o d did no t 
clo t, bleeding fro m ev en slight in 
ju ries co uld no t be sto pped. Blo o d 
wo uld leak fro m the bo dy as water 
do es thro u gh a siev s. 
Two Su bstances 
Ho wev er, there are times when 
great benefits wo uld resu lt if the 
blo o d co uld be kept fro m clo tting, 
decently two su bstances which will 
do this hav e beco me av ailable, 
Kno wn generally as antico agu lants, 
their specific names are heparin and 
dicumaro L 
Heparin acts quickly o n the blo o d. 
But the effect do es no t last lo ng, 
it is ex pensiv e, and mu st be giv en 
by injectio n into a v ein. 
Dicumaro l, o n the o ther hand, is 
inex pensiv e and can be giv en by 
mo uth, bu t u nfo rtu nately it acts 
mo re slo wly o n the blo o d. The effect 
persists fo r day s after the treatment 
is sto pped. Bo th o f the su bstances 
may be used at the same time. 
The Co nditio ns 
The fo llo wing are the co nditio ns 
in which these su bstances may be 
utilized. 
Occasio nally , an embo lus fo rms 
in the lungs. An embo lus is so me 
bit o f material, such as clo tted 
blo o d, which beco mes lo dged in a 
blo o d v essel mo st any where in the 
bo dy . In these cases, an antico agu ­ 
lant is emplo y ed to prev ent fu rther 
embo lism. 
They may be also used in thro m­ 
bo phlebitis, a co nditio n in which 
there is a blo o d clo t in the v ein, 
to gether with so me inflammatio n. 
In these cases, an antico agu lant 
may help to prev ent embo lism and 
lo ng-co ntinued tro uble with the 
v eins. 
Antico agu lants may also be em­ 
plo y ed when an area is suddenly 
blo cked o ff by a blo o d clo t o r em­ 


bo lus. They may be giv en to prev ent 
blo o d clo ts in cases o f inju ry to 
blo o d v essels. They are so metimes 
used after o peratio n, partiu larly 
in patients who hav e prev io usly had 
a blo o d clo t o r embo lus fo llo wing 
o peratio n o f o ne so rt o r ano ther. 
During o ne o peratio n, especially , 
these antico agu lants are used. That 
o peratio n is o ne do ne to remo v e 
the wo mb o r u teru s, because it has 
been sho wn that in o ne o ut o f ev ery 
twenty -fiv e patients who hav e this 
o peratio n, a blo o d clo t o r embo lus 
results. They may also be used fo l­ 
lo wing o ther o peratio ns as a pre­ 
v entiv e measure. 
Sho uldn’t Be Used 
Do cto rs kno w that these anti­ 
co agu lants sho uld no t be uced in 
patients who hav e a deficiency o f 
v itamin C o r v itamin K, o r w ho hav e 
liv er disease; no r sho uld they be 
emplo y ed in so me distu rbances o f 
the blo o d, o r fo llo wing o peratio n o n 
the brain o r spinal co rd. o r when 
the kidney is acting abno rmally . 
Neither heparin no r dicumaro l is 
co nsidered to day as the ideal sub­ 
stance fo r slo wing do wn blo o d 
co agu latio n, but these antico agu ­ 
lants are the best av ailable. No ne­ 
theless they hav e pro v ed satisfac­ 
to ry and ev en life-sav ing in the 
ty pe o f case described. No t o nly 
this, they hav e o pened up new po s­ 
sibilities in the treatment o f all the 
diso rders which may resu lt fro m 
u ntimely clo tting o f the blo o d with­ 
in the bo dy , po ssibilities which 
sho uld make prev entio n and treat­ 
ment o f this o ften fatal co nditio n 
mo re ex act and certain. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. W.: What wo uld cause a child 
to perspire o n the head and no se? 
Is there any thing that can be do ne 
abo u t this? 
Answer: Weakness due to illness 
is the mo st co mmo n cause o f ex ­ 
cessiv e perspiratio n. 
It wo uld be a go o d plan to hav e 
the child ex amined by a phy sician 
so as to tell what co nditio n is pres­ 
ent, befo re any treatment can be 
su eeested.

..he human body eau fail to be im­ 
pressed b y Nature's foresight. 
Take the clotting power of the 
blood, for instance. It seems to have 
been provided especially to protect 
us against the chances of bleeding 
to death, for if the blood did not 
clot, bleeding from even slight in 
juries could not be stopped. Blood 
would leek from the body as water 
does through a sieve. 
Two Substances 
However, there are times when 
great benefits would result lf the 
blood could be kept from clotting 
ilecently two substances which will 
do this have become available 
Known generally as anticoagulants 
their specific names are heparin and 
dicumaroL 
Heparin acts quickly on the blood. 
But the effect does not lest long, 
it is expensive, and must be given 
oy injection into a vein. 
Dicumarol, on the other hand, is 
inexpensive and can be given by 
mouth, but unfortunately it acta 
more slowly on the blood. The effect 
persists for days after the treatment 
is stopped. Both o f the substances 
may be used at the same time. 
The Conditions 
The following are tha conditions 
in which these substances may be 
utilized. 
Occasionally, an embolus forms 
in the lungs. An embolus is some 
bit of material, such aa dotted 
blood, which becomes lodged in a 
blood vessel most anywhere in the 
body. In these cases, an anticoagu­ 
lant is employed to prevent farther 
embolism. 
They may be also used in throm­ 
bophlebitis, a condition in which 
there is a blood clot in the vein, 
together with lorn* inflammation. 
In these cases, an anticoagulant 
may help to prevent embolism and 
long-continued trouble with th* 
veins. 
Anticoagulants may alto be em­ 
ployed when an area is suddenly 
blocked off by a blood clot or em­ 
ir::

a blood clot or embolus following 
operation of one sort or another. 
During one operation, especially, 
these anticoagulants are used. That 
operation is one done to remove 
the womb or uterus, because it has 
been shown that in one out af every 
iwenty-flv* patients who have this 
operation, a blood clot or embolus 
results. They may also be used fol­ 
lowing other operations as a pre­ 
ventive measure. 
Shouldn’t Be Used 
Doctors know that these anti­ 
coagulants should not be u. ed in 
patients who have a deficiency of 
vitamin C or vitamin K, or who have 
liver disease; nor should they be 
employed in some disturbances of 
the blood, or following operation on 
the brain or spinal cord. or when 
the kidney is acting abnormally. 
Neither heparin nor dicumarol is 
onsidered today as the ideal sub­ 
stance for slowing down blood 
coagulation, but these anticoagu­ 
lants are the best available. None­ 
theless they have proved satisfac­ 
tory and even life-savmg in the 
type of ease described. Not only 
this, they have opened up new pos­ 
sibilities in the treatment of all the 
disorders which may result from 
untimely clotting of the blood with­ 
in the body, possibilities which 
should make prevention and treat­ 
ment of this often fatal condition 
more exact and certain. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. W.: What would cause a child 
to perspire on the head and nose? 
Is there anything that can be done 
about this? 
Answer: Weakness due to illness 
the most common cause of ex­ 
cessive perspiration. 
It would be a good plan to have 
the child examined by a physician 
so as to tell what condition is pres­ 
ent, before any treatment can be 
suggested.
